CosfelloMob 
Moves in on 
Miami 


Miami, Fla., March 18 — (UP)— 
The head of the greater Miami 
Crime commission said today that 
Frank Costello and his New York 
and New 
Jersey 
"mob" have 
moved in on the Miami Beach syn- 
dicate .which controls the opera- 
tions of bookmakers here. 


Director Daniel P. Sullivan said 
that Costello grabbed control of 
the lucrative operation by cutting 
oft the wire service 
which 
the 


syndicate provided 
to some 300 
Miami Beach bookies. 


The wire service, Sullivan said, 
was owned "in part by the Chicago 
branch of the National Crime syn- 
dicate," with 
which Costello is 
connected. 


He pointed out thai tne bookies 
were almost powerless to kcop up 
operations until the wire service 
was restored.
